Knit Cloth Laminated To Urethane Foam

the unglamorous name of, urethane foam, is opening up a whole 


range of new end-uses for knitted yardgoods. 


By laminating ure- 


thane foam to knitted fabric, it is now possible to employ cloth off 
any weft or warp knitting machine as the outer shell instead of the 


inner lining of car coats, heavy 
outerwear jackets, raincoatings 
and other similar types of heavy 
outer apparel. Until urethane 
foam came on the market, the 
inherent stretch and tendency to 
sag of knitted fabric barred it 
from these garment applica- 
tions; at best, knit cloth could be 
safely utilized in such heavy 
outer apparel as cuff and collar 
trim. 

Not only does urethane foam 
eliminate the stretch-and-sag 
factors in knitted fabric but it 
also acts as a first-rate insulator 
without any significant increase 
in fabric weight. 

New Technique 

Che lamination of knitted fab- 
ric to urethane foam is still 
relatively recent development; 
the process has been on the 
market no more than three years. 
The first deep impress was made 
last year when over one million 
yards of knitted fabric were lam- 
inated to urethane foam. The 
outlook for this year is far more 
promising. One market author- 
ity estimates that 1960 should 
see the output of knitted yard- 
goods welded to urethane foam 
reaching close to three million 
linear yards. 

Despite its name, urethane 
foam is not a frothy liquid but 
a stable material. It is similar 
in appearance to, and has much 
the same characteristics as, foam 
rubber. Like the latter, urethane 
foam is flexible, spongy and soft. 
But it differs vastly from foam 
rubber in its chemical antece- 
dents. Foam rubber is produced 
from the thick, milky liquid 
known as latex. The chief raw 
material of urethane foam is a 
chemical called, organic di-iso- 
cynate. 

Use Di-isocyanate 

In the manufacture of ure- 
thane foam, di-isocynate is re- 
acted with a resin of the polyes- 
ter or polyether class. The re- 
sultant product is then treated, 
or blown, as the operation is 


known technically, in one of two 
different ways. 
CO, Blown 

The first and most common 
technique in making urethane 
foam is the carbon dioxide blown 
process. In this method the ex- 
cess of isocynate left over from 
the reaction of isocynate and the 
resin reacts with a small quan- 
tity of water to release carbon 
dioxide. This causes an expan- 
sion or foaming of the mass into 
ihe cellular material. 

The second method does not 
rely upon the liberation of car- 
bon dioxide to create the foam- 
ing action. In this process no 
water is used. In place of it, a 
iluorinated hydrocarbon is add- 
ed to the mixture of isocynate 
and resin. The heat of the reac- 
tion between this blending of 
chemicals causes a boiling of the 
mass ending up with the bubble- 
like foam material. 

There are a number of fluor- 
inate hydrocarbons that can be 
used in the manufacture of this 
type of urethane foam. Two of 
the most commonly employed 
are Freon, produced by the Du 
Pont Company, and Isotron, a 
product of Pennsalt Chemicals 
Co. 

More Costly 

Of the two methods of pro- 
ducing urethane foam, the fluor- 
inated hydrocarbon technique is 
the more expensive because it 
is slower and more controlled. 
The product is claimed to have 
superior insulating properties to 
urethane foam blown via the 
carbon dioxide method. 

Of the two resins used, the 
polyesters are favored in the 
production of urethane foam to 
be laminated to knitted and 
woven apparel materials; the 
polyether resins are generally 
employed in the making of 
urethane foam for non- regpeees 
purposes. 

After the urethane foam has 
been produced, it is then cast 


in slabs and slit to desired thick- 
ness. Depending upon the type 
of resin employed, the urethane 
foam can be made into three 
different densities: 

1. Soft and flexible. | 

2. Rigid. 

3. Semi-rigid. 

The first type is, of course, 
used in apparel, whether knitted 
or woven. The semi-rigid ure- 
thane foams are largely used as 
cushioning materials in auto- 
mobile seats and upholstered 
furniture, while the rigid densi- 
ties are employed as insulating 


materials over ceilings, below 
floors and between building 
walls. 


Laminators Listed 

Four companies are presently 
in the business of laminating 
urethane foam to knitted fabrics. 
These companies are the Curon 
Division of Reeves Brothers; 
Allied Polymers Corp.; Precis- 
ion Products Corp.; and Textile 
Foam Inc. Three of these com- 
panies market their laminating 
service under a trade name. 
Curon is the trade name used by 
the Reeves Brothers subsidiary; 
Vomar is Allied Polymers’ 
brand name; and Perma-Bond is 
the designation employed by 
Precision Products Corp. Of 
the four companies, three pur- 
chase the urethane foam from 
manufacturers of this material. 
The Curon Division of Reeves 
Brothers is the exception. This 
company is the marketing arm 
of Curtiss-Wright which makes 
its own urethane foam as well 
as doing the laminating. 

Major resources for urethane 
foam in slab form in addition to 
Curtiss-Wright are Nopco 
Chemical Co.; Scott Paper Co., 
which sells urethane foam under 
the Scott-Foam name; General 
Tire & Rubber Co.; Firestone 
Rubber Co.; and Goodyear 
Rubber Co. Although the Du- 
Pont Company is_ frequently 
identified with this product area 
by many in the trade, it does not 
produce urethane foam. DuPont 
is, however, a major supplier of 
isocynate to the chemical and 
rubber companies which manu-

facture urethane foam. DuPont 
markets its isocynate under the 
brand name, Hylene. Another 
chemical firm which sells iso- 
cynate to urethane foam pro- 
ducers is Allied Chemical Com- 
pany. 
Thickness Range 

In slitting the slabs of ure- 
thane foam, thicknesses ranging 
from 1/16 of an inch to “4 of 
an inch can be produced. Knit- 
ted materials for the most part 


are bonded to urethane foam 
ranging thicknesses from 
1/16 of an inch to 3/32’s of an 


inch 

Lamination of the urethane 
foam to knitted fabric is done 
by a process combining heat 
and pressure. The first step in 
the operation is to pass the 
urethane foam over an open 
flame. This causes the surface 
of the urethane foam exposed to 
the flame to melt and become 


tacky. Urethane foam softens at 
350° F. and becomes tacky at 
about 500° F. While in the 


tacky state, the urethane foam 
'S pressed onto the knitted fab- 
ri¢ between two pressure rollers 
and thus becomes permanently 
Welded to the fabric. 

No adhesives, cements or 


glues are used in the process of 
bonding the urethane foam to 
the knitted material. The ad- 
vantage of creating the bond in 
this way is that the laminated 
material is thus made stable to 
dry cleaning. In the past knitted 
fabrics bonded to other back- 
coatings via adhesives, cements 
or glues proved to be unstable 
in either dry cleaning or laun- 
dering or both. 
Charge Fer Slitting 

Yardgoods_ knitters selling 
laminated urethane foam knits 
send the fabric to the laminators 
in roll form after calendering or 
steaming. The fabric may be 
either slit or unslit. If unslit. 
laminators usually charge knit- 
ters five cents per yard addition- 
al for the slitting and opening 
operation. The Curon Division 
of Reeves Brothers will shortly 
be able to accept fabric from 
yardgoods knitters in unfinished 
form and will do framing, slit- 
ting and calendering on their 
own premises as part of the 
over-all operation. 

Following lamination the 
bonded material is then edge- 
cut and the goods are shipped 
back to the yardgoods knitter 
or trans-shipped to his cutter- 


customers in the flat, open width 
or rolled, as desired. 

The cost of laminating de- 
pends upon the thickness of 
urethane foam used, the type of 
knitted fabric to be laminated 
and the width of the material. 
Generally, the cost is said to 
vary from 50 cents to 75 cents 

linear yard. 

All Fabric Processed 

As currently set up, lamina- 
tors can handle all types of knit- 
ted fabric including circular knit 


materials of tight jersey con- 
struction or looser, bulky rib 
fabrics as well as tricot and 


Raschel goods. 

Fabrics up to 75 inches in 
open width can be handled on 
existing laminating equipment. 
Some shrinkage has occurred in 
the past, but laminators claim 
that this problem is gradually 
being overcome with closer con- 
trols over processing. The Curon 
Division of Reeves Brothers be- 
lieves that it will practically 
eliminate shrinkage once it is 
set up to do finishing as part of 
the over-all laminating job. 
Shrinkages reported by yard- 
goods knitters have ranged’ from 
eight to 10 percent. Some , 60- 
inch fabrics have been known to

shrink down to from 50- to 55- 
inch widths. 

The heat laminating treat- 
ment leaves the knitted fabric 
completely unaffected in terms 
of stitch structure. The process 
also does not affect the color or 
printed surface of the knitted 
cloth. The fiber content of the 
knitted fabric does not matter 
since urethane foam can be 
bonded to knit cloth of any 
natural or synthetic fiber com- 
position. 

Knitted fabrics backed with 
urethane foam present no prob- 
lem in cutting or sewing; in fact, 
laminated fabric can be laid up 
on cutting tables with greater 
ease than unbonded knit cloth. 

In cutting, no problem of 
edge curl is encountered. Sew- 
ing is also made easier. The knit 
material can be sewn on regular 
dress goods sewing machinery 
and does not require the special- 
ized overedging equipment used 
in sweater plants. 

In the manufacture of coats 
and heavy outerwear from knit 
fabrics backed with urethane 
foam, ‘a conventional lining ma- 
terial is sewn over the foam as 
a further backing. 
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Synthetic Fiber Developments — 


FEATURES of a new, high-tenacity, acetylated cellulosic fiber 
produced in Japan were described by J. B. Goldberg, textile con- 
sultant, in a talk before the American Association for Textile 
Technology, last Wednesday evening, at the Hotel Vanderbilt. Mr. 
Goldberg's presentation was based on a paper prepared by Takeo 


Takagi, vice president of the 
Toho Rayon Company, Ltd., 
Tokyo, Japan. The fiber, desig- 
nated Alon, had previously 
gone under the name of Ace- 
tovis. 

Mr. Goldberg described Alon 
as a “high-tenacity acetate fiber 
produced by the acetylation of a 
special high-strength rayon in 
fiberous form with acetic an- 
hydride vapor.” The fiber is 
being produced at the present 
time in staple form only, he in- 
dicated, but continuous filament 
and spun yarns, as well as knit- 
ted and woven fabrics, may 
“also be acetylated.” 

Alon is currently being turn- 
ed out in 2, 2.3, 3, 4.5 and 7.5 
denier staple, bright and semi- 
dull. Any cut length desired can 
be produced. It is expected that 
tow will be offered in the near 
future. 

The fiber in Japan sells for 
61 cents per pound. This com- 
pares with the price of 47 cents 
per pound for acetate and $1.11 
per pound for acrylic staple. 

Characteristics of the Japan- 
ese acetylated cellulosic fiber 
were outlined by Mr. Goldberg. 
He said its dry tenacity is 
roughly double that of ordinary 
acetate, triacetate and wool, and 
approximates that of many of 
the acrylic fibers. Its wet tenac- 
ity is about 80 percent of its dry 
strength. The elastic recovery of 
Alon, according to Mr. Gold- 
berg, is “somewhat better than 
both ordinary acetate and tri- 
acetate.” It is slightly below Or- 
lon and wool in this character- 
istic. 

He said that Alon has a spe- 
cific gravity of 1.34, comparable 
to acetate and wool and well 
below that of cotton and rayon. 
The moisture regain of Alon un- 
der standard atmospheric con- 
ditions is five percent. Mr. 
Goldberg said that Alon has a 
very high melting point and thus 
presents no problem of sticking 
or fusing in hot ironing. He said 
its dimensional stability is of a 
high order, with the fiber itself 
exhib’ ing relatively little swell- 


ing or shrinkage when wet, even 
at high temperatures. 

The Japanese fiber, the tex- 
tile consultant reported, can be 
spun on all systems with fine 
denier staple spinnable in counts 
as high as 60's. The fiber is 
dyed like acetate with disperse 
and azoic dyestuffs. The latter 
are primarily recommended for 
yarn dyeing in black, dark blue 
and red. Bleaching is done with 
sodium chlorite. 

In the manufacture of Alon, 
Mr. Goldberg told the AATT 
members, two processes are em- 
ployed. The first consists of the 
manufacture of a special high- 
tenacity rayon, and the second 
step requires the acetylation of 
this rayon. 

The rayon staple, made from 
a special high-alpha content 
pulp, has a higher DP, and dry 
and wet tenacity are superior to 
those of ordinary rayon,” Mr. 
Goldberg explained. “The fila- 


Properties Of Alon, New Acetylated Cellulosic 


ment cross-section is heart- 
shaped and the structure is of 
the homogeneous ‘all-skin’ type. 
The acetylation process is con- 
tinuous and is automatically 
controlled. The rayon staple is 
first passed through a solution 
of water-soluble salts, squeezed 
to retain the proper pick-up and 
then dried. This pretreated 
staple is continuously led by 
the net conveyer into the unit 
acetylator, in which the vapor- 
ized acetic anhydride of high 
temperature is forced to circu- 
late. The vapor in the acetylator 
cuts off the open air at the en- 
trance and exit of the chamber 
by a simple and sure patented 
method. 

“The staple, acetylated to a 
determined degree on the con- 
tinuously moving conveyer, 
passes through a catalyst recov- 
ering stage, and is then bleached 
and given a lubricating finish. 
As the reaction proceeds, acetic 
acid which is produced as a by- 
product during acetylation will 
increase in the circulating gas. 
To separate and recover this 
acetic acid with a high degree 
of efficiency, part of the gas in 


Fiber 
the acetylator is removed con- 
tinuously and passed into a spe- 
cial recovering apparatus. Since 
the pretreated staple has been 
dried as completely as possible 
before the acetylation, there is 
only a slight loss of acetic an- 
hydride consumed by the water 
left in the staple. In addition, 
acetylated staple takes away lit- 
tle acetic anhydride and acetic 
acid. The catalyst contained in 
the staple is almost completely 
recovered after the acetylation. 

“Considering various proper- 
ties and conditions, the present 
Alon has a 50 percent acetyl 
value but it is planned to pro- 
duce triacetate, if experiments 
show that such improvement is 
desirable. The vapor phase 
acetylation process does not 
lower the DP of the acetylated 
cellulose. For example, the DP 
of the special high tenacity 
rayon is 380 while the DP of 
Alon remains about 340. The 
fiber strength is the same before 
and after the acetylation, but 
with the increase in denier the 
strength of the Alon per denier 
will be about 73 of that of the 
original rayon.” 


Dow Plans To Build 


Facility For Nylon 6 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. 
Plans for the construction of a 
plant to manufacture nylon 6 
at The Dow Chemical Com- 
pany’s James River division 
have been announced by Arthur 
E. Young, manager of Dow’s 
text? _ fibers department. 

ifie addition of nylon 6 to 
the product line being marketed 
by Dow’s textile fibers depart- 
ment brings its fiber and fila- 
ment products to four. 

The new multi-million dollar 
nylon plant will have an initial 
capacity of 12 million pounds 
per year of filament yarn pri- 
marily for use in tire manufac- 
turing. Construction will start in 
March and completion of the 
plant is slated for late in 1961. 

It is expected the new facili- 
ties, which will occupy part of 
the company’s 600 acres at 
James River, will boost the divi- 
sion’s employment by approxi- 
mately 250. Zefran acrylic 
staple fiber operations, started at 


James River in mid-1958, cur- 
rently employ 430 . 

Mr. Young said that the new 
nylon plant will in no way affect 
operations at the Zefran plant, 
which is producing staple fiber 
for apparel and other uses. 

Mr. Young added that it is 
anticipated that the company’s 
textile fibers department pro- 
gram, headquartered at James 
River, will be expanded to han- 
dle marketing of nylon 6. 

Caprolactam, which the 
principal raw material used in 
the production of nylon 6, will 
be obtained from Dow Badische, 
a Dow associated company with 
facilities in Freeport, Texas. 
Avril Avisco's Name For 
Staple Cellulosic Fiber 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. 
American Viscose Corporation 
will use the trademark Avril to 
identify its new inherently sta- 
ple cellulosic fiber, it was an- 
nounced by George L. Storm, 
vice president and director of 
sales for the fibers division 
Mr. Storm explained that the 


use of the name Avril will be 
confined to fabrics made with 
this fiber, in 100 percent or 
blend form, which meet with 
Avisco’s quality control stand- 
ards. 

Known as Fiber 40 in early 
development, Avril will be in 
commercial production by mid- 
summer.

the management was faced with the problem of how to do it 


without interrupting production. 


The company already occupied 


the entire second floor of the building at 19th and Allegheny Ave.. 


here, and planned to add the 
floor above. The normal ar- 
rangement would have been to 
set a gravity flow system from 
third floor down to the second. 
But this was impossible because 
the operations in the fabricating 
departments could not be in- 
terrupted. Only the depart- 
ments from knitting through 
steaming could be moved with- 
out affecting production by 
knitting the goods-in-process in 
advance. It was decided, there- 
fore, to reverse the conventional 
gravity flow by installing a re- 
versible automatic conveyor and 
utilizing fiberboard pallets in 
the steaming department. 

The results have been highly 
satisfactory and the expansion 
was accomplished without so 
much as a day’s delay in the 


production schedule, according 
to Albert Kraftsow, head of the 
firm. 

The electrically operated con- 
veyor between the two floors is 
located at one end of the second 
floor, close to the steaming de- 
partment. Other departments on 
this floor are yarn storage, 
knitting, washing, brushing and 
separating. 

At the steaming department, 
all components of a workload 
are assembled on_ fiberboard 
pallets which are then placed on 
long roller tables. The latter are 
wheeled to the. conveyor, the 
pallets removed and placed on 
the conveyor platform. Controls 
for the conveyor, which can be 
operated in -either direction, are 
placed on both floors.

Knits In Demand At Calmac Mart: 
High Styles Score Major Success 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — 
Knits were in particular demand 
at the CALMAC market week 
held here, January 10 to 13 at 
the Sheraton Palace Hotel. Al- 
though the attendance of 1493 
buyers was about equal to a year 
ago, many knitwear salesmen re- 
ported big increases over a year 
ago. Several stated it was the 
best show they had ever had. 

The fashion feeling in men’s 
wear continued to score suc- 
cess with retailers. Highly styled 
sweaters in unusual colors were 
definitely and strongly endorsed. 
Swimwear was also moving well 
and here, too, the best selling 
designs were interpreted with a 
good deal of imagination. In the 
sales recorded, price was not as 
important as quality and styling. 

Gold and loden green were 
the most popular colors with 
crest trims very much in evi- 
dence. Stripes, both vertical and 
horizontal, appeared everywhere. 
While all gauges of sweaters were 
offered and were moving well, 
there seemed to be an increased 
number of the fine gauge designs 
and many of these were leading 
numbers. 

Record Year 

Bill Penman of Towne and 
King classified 1959 as the best 
sweater year in his firm’s history. 
The market, he stated, was very 
active, definitely ahead of last 
year. Fine gauge goods, semi- 
bulkies, and bulkies were all sell- 
ing well, according to Mr. Pen- 
man. Shawl-collared pullovers, 
crew and boat necked sweaters 
continued to provoke interest, as 
did fancy trims. 

F. A. Kaisermann, Towne and 
King owner, indicated that he 
had noticed a new interest in 
short V-necked designs. A new 
line of cotton shirts added this 
year had brought “fabulous” 
business to the concern, Mr. 
Kaiserman stated. 

A natural fiber sweater-shirt 
manufacturer, Towne and King 
uses Only wool and cotton. Wool 
prices range from $12.95 to 
$27.50, retail, for sweaters and 
from $10.95 to $12.95 for shirts. 
In cotton, both sweaters and 


P shirts are priced in the $6.95 to 


$12.95 retail range. 

At Pomett Manufacturing Co., 
Lee De Grant was doing excel- 
lent business with some high 
fashion sweater and shirt models 
which combined all the zip cur- 
rently offered in men’s styles 
with remarkably good taste. Mr. 
De Grant indicated that he had 
had 81 stores represented among 
the buyers calling at his show- 
room on Sunday, the opening 
day of the show, and that his 
sales throughout the market had 
been exceptionally good. 

The leading seller at Pomett 
was a gaucho cardigan set in 
high-bulk Orlon. A classic de- 
sign, the cardigan features con- 
trasting trim on the outer edge 
of the collar and on both sides 
of the button front. The match- 
ing shirt has a_ three-button 
placket front. It sells in the stores 
at $10.95 for the shirt and 
$11.95 for the cardigan. The 
following colors, according to 
Mr. De Grant, appeared on 
every order: Loden green, gold, 
and taupe, all trimmed with 
white; and white trimmed with 
gold. 

Mr. DeGrant had some inter- 
esting general comments to make 
about styles and business trends. 
He felt there was a new move to 
cardigans and to raglan sleeves. 
He indicated that Orlon was big- 
ger than ever with price not im- 
portant if quality and _ styling 
were right. He stated that Ban- 
Lon was back in the line by re- 
quest, but was not being sold in 
depth. Metal buttons, he re- 
ported, were more in demand 
than pearl ones. On its Orlons, 
his firm was using matching 
shank buttons. 

Retail Inventories Low 


At Pauker Brothers, represen- 
tative Bernie Paris said that it 
was a “very good show,” that 
retailers were all quite happy 
with their low inventories. This 
marked the first time in many 
years, Mr. Paris declared, that 
retailers were purchasing new 
style sweaters for immediate de- 
livery at the January market. 

A good number, Mr. Paris 
said, was a double-breasted

It 
comes in sizes, small, medium, 
large, and extra large. A Dacron 
and cotton striped shirt with a 
Continental collar, at $2.95 re- 
tail, was a third big seller. 

Some interesting off-beat 
men’s designs were available at 
Tarmon Shirts, represented by 
Charles Arnold. One of the 
boldest is a boat necked slip- 
over in a big checkerboard pat- 
ten. Made of cotton knit to 
retail for $3.98, it features three- 
quarter sleeves and a_ pointed 
bottom.

Knits, 
Mr. Ahart indicated, were be- 
coming increasingly important.

Gold, Olive, Vintage Tone Knitwear 
Emphasized At NAMSB Forum 


\ rise in the retail price of 
men’s knitwear is expected to 
reach the consumer in fall, 
1960, it was pointed out by 
Richard Titelman, vice presi- 
dent of Puritan Sportswear, at 
the National Association of 
Men’s Sportswear Buyers fall 
fashion forum, held on January 
13 at the Statler Hotel, New 
York City. 

Mr. Titelman said that mer- 
chants “can expect that the 
average knitted garment will be 
almost $1.00 more at retail than 
in 1959.” He attributed this 
price increase to higher costs of 
labor and yarn. 

Participants in the forum 
stressed the importance of color, 
most particularly the vintage 
tones, as a selling force. In addi- 
tion to Mr. Titelman, they in- 
cluded, Jack Lebowitz, men’s 
sportswear buyer for Macy’s 
and president of the NAMSB; 
William Doniger, president of 
McGregor-Doniger, Inc.; Larry 
Leeds, Manhattan Shirt Com- 
pany; Richard S. Bell, president 
of Mighty Mac; Jim McDonnell, 
Jacob Reed’s Sons; Sam Eisen- 
berg, Petrocelli Clothes; and 
Stanley Kellert, I. C. Isaacs & 
Co., Inc. 


Olive And Gold 


According to Mr. Lebowitz 
olive and gold will continue to 
be in the forefront. The vintage 
tones, Piedmont, a blue; Con- 
cord, a rich grape; and Chianti, 
a deep red, will be second, he 
said, and the compound colors, 
which are polychromatic ef- 
fects produced through the 
blending of four or five colors 
into a single yarn third in im- 
portance. He suggested that 
bold treatments of these shades 
be used in knitwear. In line 
with Mr. Lebowitz’ prediction, 
Mr. Titelman said that “the 
new grape and gray treatment 
will be of prime importance.” 

William Doniger foresees 
that the grape tones will be ex- 
cellent, but feels that they should 
be used as an accent color with 
the olives and golds rather than 
by themselves. 

Larry Leeds of Manhattan 
explained that “grape correctly 
used as an accent color can give 


sportswear an exciting new look 
for fall.” 

Knit trims will play an im- 
portant role in outerwear for the 
coming season, forum partici- 
pants noted. Mr. Bell said that 
“knit trims will be used in out- 
erwear.” Mr. Lebowitz predict- 
ed that “outerwear will be great 
for fall 60 with great big knit 
collars.” Mr. McDonald reiter- 
ated the importance of knit col- 
lars for the coming season. 

Pullovers will be in demand, 
Mr. Titelman noted. He pointed 
out that for “back-to-school 
1960, there should be about 
three pullovers sold to every 
cardigan.” 

Shawl collars will be note- 
worthy in fall knitwear, Mr. 
itelman said..He further noted 
that boat necks and crew necks 
will be significant. This year 
also may see the return of the 
V-neck in quantity, he added. 

Textured stitches will be im- 
portant. Mr. Titelman pointed 
out that “stitches this year must 
be textured and must hold new 
interest for the buyer and the 
consumer. Where flat stitches 
are used, it will be, for the most 
part, because of price consider- 
ations.” 

Yarn content will be stressed 
during fall, 1960. Mr. Titelman 
feels that the synthetics will play 
a major role in knitwear pro- 
duction. He said that “various 
treatments of synthetics to sim- 
ulate mohair will also be strong- 
er.” Orlon and Textralized yarns 
will be of interest. Mr. Titelman 
added that “worsted and zephyr 
are growing in importance and 
will continue to grow over the 
next few years. Mohair blends 


will be among the strongest gar-- 


ments for back-to-school selling, 
but will taper off for holiday 
selling,” he continued. 
Sales Of Ski Sweaters 
Stepped Up By Weather 
Demand for ski sweaters for 
men, women and children picked 
up during January in many sec- 
tions of the country as a result 
of favorable weather conditions 
for skating, skiing, tobbogganing 
and other winter sports. 
Demand had been a bit slow 
in November and December due 
to rather mild winter weather.
